vnpꝛofitable ſeruants, neither hath paying of debts any er - 
p2elle teſtimonꝑ of Godlines oz vertue in the Scriptures of 
God, oꝛ by common experience among men, wheras giuing 
hath a name of vertue, namely of liberalitie wherof the Pzo 
phet Dauid ſpeaketh thus. Ye hath diſperſed and giuen vnto 
the poꝛe, and his rightuonſnes remaineth foꝛ euer. Again of 
lending he faith, The rightuous is mercifull and lendeth, x 
will guide his woꝛds with diſcreſion, To be ſhoꝛt, liberalitie 
(which extendeth bothe vnto giuing x alſo lending) is a pꝛo 
pertie of God , who bothe gineth's lendeth vnto vs his dayly 
gifts t bleſſings, but bozowe he cannot neither pay his debt. 


And lo ſhoꝛtlp paying of debt in his opinion no vertue ne pꝛo 


pertie of Godlines, foꝛ that it is a thing which God him ſelf 
cannot do, and ſo the firſt twaine, vertues, and the third no 
vertue, but a duty, |

ſon: that act ſaith he neither is euill, neither by any means 


can be made 02 called euil. Lending ſaith he,oft times coprup _ 


teth and diſhoneſteth the dwer therof,namely foz Uſarye, ſel 
ling the derer fo day giuen, bothe theſe are lendings in their 
kindes, and pet not any pꝛoperties of Godlines noz vertue. 
But to ſpeak of the beſt lending and that which is ſimply W- 
out any ofthe regards afozcſaid, pet meaneth the lender fo 
haue his things againe , and therfoze what godlines is there 
ſaith Chriſte if you bid them to dinner 5 can bid vou againe, 
what great godlines haue you ſhewed therin,and ſo much of 
lending. Gifts are giuen off times to cozrupt and fo per nert 
Juſtice, and therby bothe the dwer and lufferer diſhoneſted. 
Gifts are giuen by the couetous in hope to receine greater. 
Gifts are giuen by flatterers and clawbacks,namely ſuper - 
fluous and exceſſiue feaſts and banquets vnto Pzinces and 
great eſtates, to the end vnder their authoz2itie to ride vpon 
the poꝛe and godly people, and to deuoure and ſpoyle the la⸗ 
bours of all others of the common and meaner ſoꝛte, fo the 
great oppꝛeſſion of vertue and godlines, and to the great in - 
creſe of all wickednes and vngodlines. Gifts are giuen in ſi- 
mulation of frændchip when nothing is ſo little ment, and ſo 
wickednes vtterly concluded therby. In giuing is oftentati- 
on and vaine glozy , and theſe two are the fathers mother 
of flatfery. Foꝛ where Thraſo is Gnatho wil be alſo, gining 
vnto one freend and not vnto the reſt, if a man haue many : 
pzocureth their hatred and enuye againſt bothe the giuer e 
the receiver. Shoztly it ſtandeth togither to be a large giuer: 
and pet a moſte wicked and vngodly perſon, and thereof are
